Petition to State Board by 
Four Cities Assails Pro- _..,, 


posal for Changes as 
‘Unfair.’ 


The St .Louis County Transit 
Co. has been “loaded up with 
speculative new lines” when it 
would be better to curtail their 
service since they are losing 
money, City Attorney John T. 
Berger of Kirkwood declared to- 
day in a petition to the Missouri 
Public Service Commission ask- 
ing for a rehearing of their order 
of June 10 permitting sweeping 
rearrangement of transportation 
facilities in St. Louis county. 


Webster Groves, Glendale and 


University City joined in the peti- 
‘tion mailed today by Berger to 
the commission. Yesterday St. 
Louis county and Overland filed 
similar motions. 

Under the commission order, 
the “so-called substitution” by the 
St. Louis County Transit Co. on 
the Kirkwood 01 streetcar line 
now operated by the Public Serv- 
ice Co. would actually be a devia- 


tion and would not serve the 
same people. the petition stated. 
Proposal Called Unfair. 

Berger contended in the peti- 
tion it would be be “unfair to 
customers” for the Public Service 
Co. to abandon the Kirkwood line 
simply because the line was los- 
ing money and the system as a 
whole was making money. 

In the petition, Berger asked 
the commission for an oral re- 
hearing and asked it to set aside 
the effective date of the order 
which is today. Yesterday spokes- 
men for both the Public Service 
Co. and the St. Louis County 
Transit Co. said changes would 
not be put into effect today since 
arrangements were not complete. 

“Zone Rate” System Charged. 

The petition contended the or- 
der established a “zone rate” 
system of fare in St. Louis coun- 
ty while a previous request by 
Public Service Co. for zone ratés 
had been denied by the commis- 
sion. The rates in this case, how- 
ever, would be paid to two dif- 
ferent companies. 

The commission order is “vague, 
uncertain and unfair,” the peti- 
tion said. Berger said that as an 
attorney he could not tell if the 
order was meant to be final or if 
it is appealable. 

He pointed out in the petition 
that if the Public Service Co. re- 
moved the streetcar tracks during 
the trial period, which he said. 
had no terminating date, the 
county municipalities would have 
no means to force the company 
to replace the tracks. 

The commission order, approved 
by a three-to-two decision, called 
the transportation rearrangement 
on a “temporary experimental 
basis,” and was required to go 
into effect within 60 days. The 
objective was to eliminate the 


costly duplication of service by

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


The presidential fact-finding board 
let us 75,000 railroad workers have the 
news. They informed us just how much 
the carriers could take from us. 

A switchman works under very trying 
and hazardous conditions, in any and all 
kinds of weather. He works from 15 
to 20 years at night (by that time he is 
60 moon-struck that he can’t enjoy a 
daylight job anyway): he has to pay 
additional premiums if he would like to 
be insured to protect his family in a 
small way. He gets no extra compensa- 
tion for working while the rest of the 
world sleeps, the board refuses to rec- 
ommend it. I wonder if any of them 
work these night hours. 

The railroads have increased power 
and streamlined operations to such an 
extent that thousands of experienced 
workers are without work. The switch- 
men asked to be given a living wage 
for working five days a week. This 
would permit the employment of a siz- 
able number of the workers now out of 
employment to take care of the off-days. 

Even the board suggests that we who 
are now holding jobs work overtime to 
maintain our take-home pay, and put 
some men, men with families, on the 
relief rolls. 

I know not who or what manner of 
men conceived such an idea, but the 
contradictory reasoning brands the 
board incompetent, and incapable of 
rendering a recommendation affecting 
such a large group of American 
workers, G. P. B.

Is It Good for Votes? 


Gathered at White Sulphur Springs, Repub- 
lican Governors were chary about soiling their 
hands with Senator McCarthy’s red mud. A 
few months ago, many of them—like their party 
brethren in the Senate—felt pretty sure that 
the man from Wisconsin had dug up what they 
need most, a popular campaign issue. But now 
they are not so sure. 

For forthright Gov. Ear] Warren of California, 
the question presented no problem. He firmly 
condemned Senator McCarthy’s “blanket accu- 
sations,” and said that he would not raise the 
red issue in his campaign against James Roose- 
velt. Such honesty makes a man in any party. 

Pennsylvania’s Gov. James Duff, ffesh from 
his victory over the Grundy machine, and New 
York’s Gov. Thomas Dewey, who has announced 
that he will not seek re-election, also condemned 
McCarthy, but with reservations. It looks as 
though many another G.O.P. candidate will 
follow this lead. It offers a chance to duck if 
the McCarthy campaign turns into a dangerous 
boomerang, but it still leaves the candidate 
more or less free to exploit the red issue on 
his own, should such exploitation hold the prom- 
ise of some extra votes in the fall. 

William S. White of The New York Times is 
of the opinion that “McCarthy’s accusations 
have made a profound impression on the United 
States, regardless of his tactics,” and that “Com- 
munism as a national] issue has arrived.” He 
points out that McCarthy has managed to keep 
the edge in publicity by repeating his charges 
and making new ones while the Democrats are 
somewhat confused in their efforts to refute 
him. But are the American voters too blind to 
comprehend the tawdry tricks by which Mc- 
Carthy manages to be in the limelight? 

That is what the Republican office-seekers 
would like to know. According to Mr. White, 
they are uncertain “because they have no real 
understanding of the precise appeal of what 
may lie in their hands.” In other words, they 
would be perfectly happy to ride a false issue, 
provided they could be sure that the mount 
would carry them to victory. 

While hard facts have shown this to be the 
attitude of some candidates, Dixiecrats as well 
as Republicans, we would hate to believe that 
the majority of any party is so cynical, and 
that the voters are to be so easily imposed 
upon. Most Americans must know by now that 
the anti-Communist attacks on the State De- 
partment have vielded only rumors and smears. 

A good many persons in public life—and a 
good many more in private life—are tired of 
this variety of buckshot. This Mr. White failed 
to mention. No better demonstration of it can 
be cited than the fine statement of Senator 
Margaret Chase Smith of Maine, a statement 
which was signed by six of her fellow-Repub- 
licans: Tobey of New Hampshire, Aiken of 
Vermont, Morse of Oregon, Ives of New York, 
Thye of Minnesota and Hendrickson of New 
Jersey. They have had their fill of “hate and 
character assassination sheltered by the shield 
of congressional immunity.” 

We have no desire to play the prophet. Still, 
it is possible that most Americans also have 
had their fill. Even if this should not be the 
case, what is to be said for peddlers of political 
shoddy? To our mind, the Republicans would 
be well advised to drop the stuff.

When “Gems of Oratory, with Suit- 
able Remarks for Any Occasion” is compiled 
anew in some future year, we expect to find, 
alongside the courtly salutation of Carondelet 
to the Breath and Glass, the courtly salutation 
of Louis Johnson to Douglas MacArthur, right 
where it belongs. 
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Retreat on Taxes 


Republicans in the House Ways and Means 
Committee opposed the administration’s plan to 
increase upper-bracket corporation income taxes, 
but they missed the main objection to the tax 
bill as a whole. 

As it now stands, the bill abandons one of 
the principal objectives laid down by President 
Truman in his tax message last January. 

In January the President proposed reductions 
in excise taxes provided equivalent revenues 
were raised by closing loopholes in present tax 
laws. Then he asked higher estate, gift and 
corporation taxes for the purpose of increasing 
the total revenue to be secured. 

The House Committee has now moved to 
reduce excise taxes far more than Mr. Truman 
suggested, has refused to raise gift and estate 
taxes, and has voted to close only some of the 
loopholes he pointed out. In order to avoid 
bringing out a bill which reduced total reve- 
nues, the decision was made to put a bigger 
bite on corporation incomes. 

The method of the bite has something to 
be said for it. The proposed new rates would 
represent a reduction for many small and 
medium-sized businesses; higher taxes would be 
paid only by corporations earning more than 
$167,000 a year. But the main point is that 
the original objective of increasing revenues to 
offset an inflationary deficit has been lost. 

When President Truman failed to cut expendi- 
tures as heavily as many experts thought they 
should be cut, in view of boom conditions, the 
Administration argued that its tax program 
would permit a gradual and “sound” approach 
to a balanced budget. The President asked for 
one billion dollars in new revenue. He said: 

I believe that, under present economic 
conditions, this amount of additional reve- 
nue represents a proper balance between 
the objective of balancing the budget as 
soon. as possible and the objective of co- 
ordinating tax adjustments with the re- 
quirements of continued prosperity. 

Now, apparently, that “proper balance” is 


being quietly laid on the shelf. Neither Con- 
gress nor the Administration seems disposed 
to cut expenditures drastically; neither Congress 
nor the Administration seems disposed to in- 
crease total tax revenues. 
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Mr. Hennings Opens Up 

Although Thomas C. Hennings Jr. has been 
making talks over the state in behalf of his 
senatorial candidacy for some three months, his 
address in Kiel Auditorium for all practical pur- 
poses opened his campaign. Certainly it was 
his first speech of any consequence. Up to the 
time he appeared before this St. Louis audience, 
including many St. Louis AFL members, he had 
had very little to say on anything. 

For his main blow, the former Congressman 
struck at bossism and dictatorial tactics in se- 
lecting candidates. He revived the term Pen- 
dergastism. He made it as potent an evil un- 
der nephew Jim Pendergast as when the late 
Boss Tom was trying to control the public life 
of all Missouri, even to the seating of State 
Supreme Court Judges, as in the memorable 
Douglas-Billings primary race in 1938. 

How to relate the President to all this was 
the candidate’s hardest problem. He did it first 
by sharing Mr. Truman’s concern for the elec- 
tion of a “dynamic, progressive” Senator, and 
second by opposing the role of the White House 
in handpicking Emery W. Allison. He then de- 
nounced the circumstances surrounding the Al- 
lison candidacy, including its connection with 
Democratic officeholders and other party leaders. 
As for the state chairman, John H. Hendren, Mr. 
Hennings in effect found him unfit as one who 
is “unable or unwilling to make full and frank 
public disclosures as to his administration.” 

It is impossible to hear Mr. Hennings on the 
subject of bossism without recalling the visit 
he paid to the late Boss Binaggio. How much 
this might have meant if Binaggio had not been 
slain no one knows. Mr. Hennings says that he 
saw the Kansas City Democratic leader as he 
saw political leaders in other parts of the state. 
In any case, if anyone is to exploit the issue of 
bossism in the 1950 Missouri primary he will 
have to be Mr. Hennings. Emery Allison is not 
going to raise a word against those who are 
running him. 

Mr. Hennings touched zother issues, and de- 
clared himself flatly on some, as for example, 
against the Taft-Hartley Act. He was not spe- 
cific on civil rights with respect to admission 
of Negroes to the University of Missouri, but 
he did criticize State Senator Allison for a rec- 
ord of “obstruction” on civil rights at Jefferson 
City. Doubtless Mr. Hennings will have more 
to say on this and other issues. Apparently it is 
now clear to him that if he is to give the “hand- 
picked” choice a battle, he will have to talk 
to the voters about the issues. 
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Tackling West&rn Electric 


Whatever the merits of the $3,500,000 rate 
increase granted Southwestern Bell Telephone 
Co., the Missouri Public Service Commission de- 
serves a hand for tackling the complicated prob- 
lem of Bell system relationships. 

Western Electric, a subsidiary of A.T.&T., 
supplies virtually all of the equipment used by 
Southwestern Bell, also a subsidiary of A.T.&T. 
When Western Electric prices and profits are 
excessive, Missouri telephone users may pay the 
bill in excessive rates. 

Looking at the record for 1948, the Public 
Service Commission decided that Western Elec- 
tric did charge too much for the $22,000,000 
worth of equipment it sold Southwestern Bell. 
It therefore knocked $630,582 of excess capital 
investment out of Bell’s rate base, and disallowed 
$70,065 a year of excess maintenance expendi- 
tures. : 
If this approach is followed up in future de- 
cisions, and if the commission unequivocally 
abandons its 1946 depreciation formula, utility 
regulation in Missouri will have taken a long 
step forward. 
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To End the U.N. Paralysis 


Chiang Kai-shek may have lost China, but 
he still holds, in addition to Formosa, the 
allegiance of Senators Bridges of New Hamp- 
shire and Knowland of California. 

In their zeal for Chiang’s cause, the two 
Republican Senators demand that the United 
States exercise its veto, if necessary, to prevent 
the seating of a Chinese Communist delegate 
in the United Nations. | 

Secretary of State Acheson's policy is wiser. 
He has stated that, while this country will not 
vote to seat a Chinese Communist, we shall 
accept a majority decision to do so. This is not 
a policy of “appeasement.” It is a policy of 
facing facts, and of disdaining to adopt the 
kind of tactics by which Russia has paralyzed 
the functioning of most U.N. agencies. 

Our country has its reasons for withholding 
diplomatic recognition of China’s Communist 
regime. Yet we, in common with all other 
members, have a stake in getting the U.N. off 
dead center. 

Secretary General Lie’s effort in this direc- 
tion deserves support rather than the irrespon- 
sible attack to which Senators Bridges and 
Knowland have subjected it.

Peru, scene of recent revolt, is still ruled largely in’ spirit | 

Spanish conquest, writer says; large part of population consists 
of illiterate, poverty-stricken and land-hungry Indians; unless 
governing class aids landless groups, danger of rebellion will grow.

Down Peru’s backbone, at elevations of 
9000-15,000 feet, in a world apart, lives a 
large portion of the nation’s total popula- 
tion. Millions of Amerindians, toiling on 
farms and in mines, are for the most part 
unreached by contemporary world events. 


These Indians are descendants of the 
once-mighty Inca civilization, but centuries 
of neglect and repression have left their 
mark on them, phys- 
ically, mentally and 
spiritually. The de- 
scendants of the In- 
cas are still not a 
part of the twentieth 
century; theirs is a 
medieval survival. 


Almost their whole 
mode of life is of 
the past—their food, 
their methods of 
farming, their agri- 
cultural implements, 
their homes, their 
dress, their means of 
transport. Even their religion consists of 
a survival of that of their Inca ancestors, 
with a thin veneer of Christianity. Every- 
where throughout the sierra the gods of 
the past are worshiped. 


In a very real sense the mountain In- 
dians are outside a money economy, for 
they buy little and sell little. Instead they 
barter in their famous Sunday markets 
much as their Inca ancestors did. Very 
little money is circulated. 


Inca Empire 


The Encomienda System 


The Spaniards believed that conquered 
peoples should pay tribute. Thus there 
came into existence the system known as 
encomienda. Actually encomienda did not 
carry with it the right to the ownership 
of land, but the conquerors took posses- 
sion of both the land and those who occu- 
pied it. 

The mountain Indians suffer from grind- 
ing poverty. Their homes, food and cloth- 
ing all reflect this, and one sees human 
misery to a degree almost beyond belief. 
The houses are small, one-story, thick- 
walled adobe or stone huts, frequently of 
one room, with thatched roof. 


Often there is no window or door and, 
of course, no chimney. The family spends 
most of its time outside the house, for 
warmth is found there in the sun rather 
than inside. There was good reason for 
the important place of the sun in the Inca 
religion! 

Seventy per cent of the total Peruvian 
population is reported to be illiterate. If 
this be true, certainly at least 95 per cent 
of the mountain Indians must be, because 
those who speak an Indian language as 
the native tongue are considered illiterate. 


What the Indians Need 


The problem of education has many 
facets. To build schools and train teach- 
ers in so poverty-stricken a land is a slow 
and costly task. The caste system, more- 
over, prevents upperclass Peruvians from 
teaching in Indian schools. Thus educa- 
tion cannot reach the Indian from the top 
down. And if it is to come from the bot- 
tom up, how is it to get started? 

Despite modest wants and unbelievable 
thrift, the mountain Indians are constantly 
on the verge of starvation. Failure of a 
crop means famine. Peru has yet to feach 
the minimum decent food standards set by 
the Food and Agriculture Organization. 


Lima is consuming less than three 
fourths of this minimum, with the per- 
centage in rural areas dropping to 42 per 
cent for Huanuco, and the national aver- 
age being 50 per cent. -

to become a productive factor in the coun- 
try’s agriculture, a really sound national 
economy cannot be developed. Farm prac- 
tices must be improved, good tools sup- 
plied, transport facilities increased and 
improved, and, above all else, the system 
of land tenure altered. 

After more than four hundred years of 
association with white men, the mountain 
Indian sees little that is good in most of 
them. From the conquest to the present 
moment, the white man has been an ex- 
ploiter, and the government he represents 
is, in the Indian eyes, oppressive, dis- 
honest and discriminating. 

The white man, for his part, regards 
the Indian as little better than a domestic 
animal; hence he is concerned neither 
with his abjection nor his needs. It is no 
exaggeration to say that the vast majority 
of the hacendados believe that their sys- 
tem of exploitation rests upon the con- 
tinued ignorance of the Indian. 


Afraid of 3 Education 


They fear that once the Indian learns 
to read and write, he will no longer be 
exploitable. Education is thus intermeshed 
with economics. 

It would be erroneous, however, to be- 
lieve that all whites at the time of the 
conquest, now, or in the intervening cen- 
turies have treated the Indian badly or 
have been apathetic to his interests. Many 
have tried to raise the Indian to the status 
of the Spaniard, but their efforts have 
been more or less futile. 

The Alianza Popular Revolucionaria 
Americana (APRA) is opposed to the 
plantation system and wants the Indians 
educated, but thus far its accomplishments 
have been relatively unimpressive. 

Even those whites and mestizos who sin- 
cerely desire io help the Indians seem 
unable to agree on a program. Some be- 
lieve that the elimination of illiteracy is 
the number one problem; others that 
literacy is futile to those living in eco- 
nomic quasi slavery, that the problem is 
insoluble until the economic problem is 
first solved. 

There can be no real political and eco- 
nomic stability in Peru until an honest 
attempt is made to bridge the tremendous 
chasm that separates the classes and the 
masses. To a degree, the nation still is 
ruled in the spirit of the conquest. 


Up to the White Overlords 


Democracy, real democracy, obviously 
will be a difficult goal to attain in a re- 
gion such as the sierra, where the very 
foundation—a literate population—is lack- 
ing. Democracy and literacy go hand in 
hand. Dictatorships, both economic and 
political, breed and fl h on illiteracy. 

But even complete literacy would not 
automatically solve the problem. Social 
cohesion is unattainable so long as there 
exists this great landless peasantry. Land 
hunger and abject poverty make the 
mountain man a factor to be reckoned 
with. 

Dark storm clouds appear to be gather- 
ing over the Andes; lightning flashes 
sharply at times. The rumblings follow- 
ing these flashes seem far away now, but 
they are unmistakable, they are getting 
closer, and they are ominous. Over the 
Andes hovers the specter of agrarian un- 
rest. Will the showdown come by evolu- 
tion or by revoiution? Probably no one 
knows accurately at the moment the an- 
swer to this question. It is, however, 
within the power of the white overlords 
to settle peaceably. But by doing so, they 
would stand to lose financially. Will they 
see the handwriting on the wall?

ANOTHER PAMELA, OR VIRTUE STILL REWARDED. by 
Upton Sinclair. (The Viking Press, 314 pgs., $3.) 

This is a pleasantly humorous sequel to 
the first modern English novel, Samuel 
Richardson's “Pamela, or Virtue Reward- 
ed” (1740). Pamela, a maidservant, was an 
unusual heroine in that she was of humble 
parentage and that she steadfastly de- 
fended her honor from her violently avid 
young master, Mr. B. 

Marriage to him was her reward. 

Upton Sinclair’s Pamela begins as a 
naive 16-year-old goatgirl, a devout Sev- 
enth Day Adventist, ignorant of wealth 
and of luxury and of city life, who by 
chance becomes parlormaid for a wealthy, 
eccentric California family during the 
1920s. Through her letters to her mother 
and older sister, Pamela tells the story of 
her awakening to this bewildering world. 

She tells about her middle-aged mis- 
tress, Mrs. Harries, who financially sup- 
ports socialistic movements, but gives only 
of her income, never 
of her capital. She 
tells of subdued Mr. 
Harries whose pro- 
tests are in vain be- 
cause his wife con- 
trols the family 
pursestrings. Pink 
parlor politicos wan- 
der in on Sundays. 
Wobblies, a Hindu 
sage, a birth-control 
advocate, a journal- 
ist, a woman psychol- 
ogist, alcoholics, and 
movie actresses, are 
among them. Visits 
to political prisoners 
in federal prison and to the wicked thea- 
ter which does not serve God's will are

- part of Pamela’s education. 


Most of Pamela's letters home, however, 
are about Charles, Mrs. Harries’ nephew, 
a playboy of the ’20s and favorite of the 
household. Pamela wishes to convert 
Charles from a life of dissipation to ohe 
of service to God and Seventh Day Ad- 
ventism. Charming young Charles wants 
to seduce Pamela. Between them they 
have a very amusing courtship. 

Charles convinces her that it is the cus- 
tom to wear scanty bathing suits at the 
beach (she has never been swimming on 
her farm). But he only horrifies her with 
his amazing ability to obtain bootleg 
liquor. Pamela shakes Charles’ atheism 
with her sincere belief in God. She has 
a naive, clever sense of humor and a large - 
capacity for learning. With her acquired 
sophistication, she is most sensible in ar- 
ranging her marriage with Charles. She 
doesn’t become less of an Adventist; he 
becomes more. 

This is one of Sinclair’s better books, 
in a new and different vein. His story- 
telling is masterful. His satire and social 
comment are unobtrusive, but they are 
there nonetheless. Humor seems always 
to outweigh the satire and pathos of a sit- 
uation. 

Though not as significant as Richard- 
son’s “Pamela,” and purposely not written 
with that depth of emotion, “Another 
Pamela” is quite diverting, even though 
concerned with Sinclair’s usual theme: 
the power of money. Comparisons between 
the two books are especially entertaining.

Therefore it does 
not provide the hope which is in- 
dispensable. A_ rational hope 
means the opening up of a cred- 
ible and concrete vista of what 
can be accomplished if the people 
stand firm and make the effort. 


A classic exampie of this is to 
be found in Churchill's immortal 
speech after Dunkirk. The famous 
peroration—“We shall fight on 
the beaches, we shall fight on the 
landing grounds .. .”—rises to its 
climax, not in desperate heroics 
but in a rational—indeed a cold- 
blooded and calculated—hope that 
“our empire beyond the _ seas, 
armed and gyarded by the British 
fleet, would carry on the struggle, 
until, in God’s good time, the 
New World, with all its power and 


What are the inducements and 
what are the compulsions which 
could bring this about is the cen- 
tral problem of our time. But 
though we cannot now see clearly 
and in detail just how to achieve 
this object, we must proclaim it 
as the rational hope which in- 
spires our European policy. 

Somehow, some time; necessa- 
raily, the Russians will leave 
Europe. Europe can live only if 
it has the right to believe this. If 
we are well and wisely led, we 
shall never cease to search for the 
means, never cease to search for 
the terms and conditions, rever 
cease to devise the inducements 
and the guaranties in order to 
make it as easy as we can for the 
Russians to go away as soon as 
possible.

Joins Club,

NEW YORK, June 20—The 
swarthy broad-shouldered man in 
the black shirt and white sports 
coat waddled out of the mid- 
afternoon rain and into the hotel 
lobby with the rolling stride so 
familiar over the beaten path from 
bullpen to mound at Sportsman’s 
Park, and one bellhop nudged an- 
other and said, “There he is, the

Ted Wilks.” 

The bellhop might have been 
too optimistic because Wilks, op- 
erated on six weeks ago for re- 
moval of bone chips from his 
right elbow, hasn’t faced a batter 
this season. But even so, his ar- 
rival yesterday by plane from St. 
Louis and off the disabled list 
was a bigger boost for the Cardi- 
nals’ morale than the prospects 
of beginning a four-game series 
tonight at the Polo Grounds 
against the Giants, a team they’ve 
defeated 10 straight times. 
Waiting for the veteran relief 
picher, Harry Brecheen, sched- 
uled to face New York first under 
the lights, expressed sentiments 
best in his praise of Wilks as the 
league’s No. 1 game-saver the last 
two years. 

That Feeling of Confidence. 
“A starting pitcher can’t coast 
or pace himself any more,” The 
Cat said. “If he does, he’s apt 
to find himself behind five or six 
runs in a hurry because the ball 
is too lively. I think I pitch as 
many complete games as almost 
anyone, and I’ve worked my way 
out of plenty jams, but with that 
juiced-up ball we're throwing, I 
don’t worry beyond the inning 
I’m pitching.

NEW YORK, June 20. 
HEN George Kell won the 
W American League batting 
championship by two ten- 
thousandths of a point over Ted 
Williams last fall, he was Ssa- 
Juted with all the idolatrous ap- 
plause ordinarily reserved for 
people who rob poorboxes. 

In the balloting for distinc- 
tion as the league’s “‘most valu- 
able” player, the man who Kell 
outhit received 13 of the 24 
votes cast for first place, and 
won the competition with 272 
points—97 more than Phil Riz- | 
zuto, his closest competitor. 
Only one voter put Williams as 
far back as fourth place. 

Five of the 24 voters didn’t 
even mention the batting cham- 
pion as one of the league’s 10 
best. He received no votes at 
all for first or second place, 
only two for third. The best 
third baseman in the American 
league, probably the best in 
baseball, scored 80 points in the 
balloting. 

Back home in _ Arkansas, 
George was able to while away 
the long winter evenings read- 
ing journalistic tributes which 
described him as a champion of 
purest gorgonzola. By batting 
.3429 in 522 times at the plate, 
he won acclaim as the phoniest 
title winner since Elmer Flick’s 
average of .306 copped the 
crown in 1905. 

For the edification of those | 
who showered such honors upon 


him, it can be observed that the 
proprietor of the highest bat- 
ting average in the major 
leagues this morning was not 
Stan Musial, nor Enos Slaugh- 
ter, nor Jackie Robinson, nor 
Ted Williams, nor anybody 
named DiMaggio. 

The top figure on the big 
time was .384, compiled by 
George Kell of the Detroit 
Tigers. As of the same date, 
Williams was hitting .319.

IME and again this column 
has emphasized the folly of 
picking up new pronunciations 
without first making sure that 
they do not violate established 
usage. Blindly accepting some- 


one’s unusual pronunciation, re- 


gardless of the someone’s impor- 
tance, will lead to inevitable em- 
barrassment. 

For example, a teacher writes: 


“Recently an eminent professor 


lectured at our school at a teach- 
ers’ meeting. He repeatedly pro- 
nounced the word ‘educative’ as 
*eh-JOO-kuh-tiv.” The  second- 
syllable accent was new to me, 
but I didn’t question so learned 
a doctor. So I foolishly began 
saying ‘eh-JOO-kuh-tiv,’ and even 
taught the pronunciation to my 
English class. You can imagine 
my extreme distress when my 
husband’s ridicule sent me to the 
dictionaries of our school library 
where I learned that I had been 
using and spreading an entirely 
erroneous pronunciation! Never 
again will I be guilty of so silly 
an act.” 

I know of countless such in- 
stances. The secretary of a large 
advertising association has said, 
as long as I have known him, 
“new-blicity” for “publicity.” A 
network commentator invariably 
says “HAIR-oh-wik” for “heroic.” 
A man high in industrial circles 
makes a plea for more “corpora- 
tion between management and 
labor.” The mayor a large Mid- 
western city appeals on the radio 
for better “muni-SIP-al” planning. 

Such mistakes, like the professo- 
rial ““eh-JOO-kuh-tiv,” are not the 
result of ignorance, but of a sort 
of tone-deafness to one’s own pro- 
nouncing peccadilloes, or of ac- 
cepting as correct someone else’s 
speech blunders.

N YOUR column a short time ago a mother wrote of her 
problem with a quarreling neighbor and her misbehaving 
child. From my own experience I would like to make a few 
suggestions. First, no matter what neighborhood you live in 
you're going to have prob- 
lems. In this particular 
instance try to realize the 
little girl in question is ob- 
viously neglected and un- 
happy. You, as an adult, 
have the opportunity to 
help her in spite of her 
mother. Forget about that 
mother, manage to avoid 
her, but do help the child. 
We have a boy like that in 
our own neighborhood. It 
took us a year, but by 
giving him the affection he obviously did not receive at home 
he is a hundred per cent improved. Children don’t act as he 
did and as the little girl described in the other mother’s 
letter, without cause. Be patient, kind but firm, make a real 
effort and you'll win over that child. We have another little 
boy who used to terrorize our little girl, knocking her down 
on the way to school. I gave him a sharp lecture but did 
not report him to his parents. I wanted to give him a chance 
on his own. Then we invited him to our home. He was just 
another lonely unhappy kid needing friends and affection. 
Since then our little girl counts him as her very best friend. 
It is not only the responsibility but also a real opportunity 
for mothers in a neighborhood where there are troublesome, 
neglected children, to help them. If your own youngsters 
were in a spot you'd want other mothers to be kind to them. 
Put in moral and religious terms, it is your duty to help these 
children. Put in practical terms, it is good business for you.

ASE X-232: Tully R., age 41, is a successful sales manager 
C-« a life insurance company. — 

“Dr. Crane, I have found the policy of placing the 
facts before a prospect, rather than trying to coerce him into 
' 8 buying, to be excellent salesman- 
ship,” he told me. “Now I instruct 
all new salesmen in the art of lay- 
ing the facts before the prospect 
so that the latter can independently 
arrive at the desired conclusion. 
Don’t you think that is good strat- 
egy?” 

Not only is it good strategy, but 
it is an essential part of our col- 
lege course in the “Psychology of 
Advertising and Selling.” And 
I'll cite you the specific \reasons 
why. 

* * * 

FIRST, when a man reaches a conclusion as a result of 
his ewn independent thinking, he tends to believe it more 
than he does the same statement uttered by a salesman. Why? 

Because. his past experience has taught him to be at 
least somewhat critical of the statements of strangers, includ- 
ing smooth talking salesmen. He has learned that they some- 
times deceive or induce him to buy things to fatten their 
purse or pride. 

But why should his own brain try to deceive himself? 
One seldom tries to cheat oneself. Thus, a thought that has 
evolved from his own mind usually carries more weight than 
the same thought which is forced upon him from without. 

* * + 

IN PUTTING ON a good sales talk, therefore, for some 
such product as XYZ brand of automobile tires, don't bluntly 
try to coerce the prospects judgment by saying “XYZ tires 
are the best buy on the market.” 

Instead, tactfully present the evidence so that the customer 
will be led spontaneously to originate the thought, “XYZ tires 
are the best buy on the market.” Make him think it without 
your saying it! 

To do this, cite the prestige of the tire manufacturer, 
and the iron-clad guarantee of entire satisfaction or money 
will be refunded. Show him specific data regarding the dur- 
ability of XYZ tires in contrast to competing brands. And 
cite the relative prices. 

In swaying the opinions of crowds or of individual cus- 
tomers, don't try to coerce judgment! Instead, steer their 
thinking tactfully so they must inevitably arrive at the con- 
clusion which you originally planned for them to reach. 
Try to make them think it without your saying it! Then 
they'll believe it more strongly and thus be more inclined 
to act. 

- People like to be important. And this attitude usually 
involves a feeling of independence. So never rob your pros- 
pects of their right of choice and their feeling of independent 
decision.

Doretta Morrow, Who Plays Lead in 

Municipal Opera's "Rosalie," Spent 

Childhood in Italy — Likes TV Work

T’S hard to figure out why a 

brown-eyed blonde with a cal- 

orie-proof figure, a pretty voice 
and a promising theatrical career 
should worry, but Doretta Mor- 
row seems to find ample reason. 

“I never have to diet because 
I worry so much,” she explained, 
worrying a_ striped chambray 
stole (that’s a long scarf, gentle- 
men) around her shoulders which 
are obviously no cause for worry. 
“I’m one of those people who has 
a problem like this,” she illus- 
trated with fingers measuring an 
imaginary half-inch, “and I make 
it into a mountain.

From Kansas to Editor of the S.E.P.

NEW YORK, June 20. 

OUR million Americans buy 

The Saturday Evening Post 

each week, a magazine founded 
in Philadelphia by Ben Franklin 
four years before George Wash- 
ington was born. It is edited to- 
day by a professorial-looking 
Kansan named Ben Hibbs who 
says: “I was raised in a town 
called Pretty Prairie ... the kind 
of a name you'd find only on the 
map of America.” 

Hibbs makes $101,000 a year 
... but still uses a farmer's trick 
of trimming his fingernails with 
a sharp “whittlin’ knife.” 

As a boy, Hibbs worked in his 
father’s lumber yard to make 
money enough for two years at 
the University of Kansas; then 
quit to work another year, be‘ore 
he went back to graduate, Phi 
Beta Kappa. On his first job as 
a newspaper man, he was half of 
the whole paper's staff: 

“It was a two-man outfit, ‘The 
Fort Morgan Times’ in Colorado— 
one man was the owner, and the 
other took his pick of the titles 
left over. I was news editor.” 


He worked on several country 
weeklies, wound up on The Ark- 
ansas City (Kan.) Traveller, where 
he was tapped fo> a job on 
Country Gentleman by the editor. 
Ben Hibbs had one previous con- 
tact with a national magazine—a 
rejection slip from American 
Magazine. Maybe that’s why he 
drove a hard bargain with Coun- 
try Gentleman's editor, who had 
to boost his offer substantially to 
lure Hibbs east of Kansas, His 
first assignment: a story on horse- 
shoe pitching at the Iowa State 
Fair. He later became Country 
Gentleman's editor. 

Even though his magazine digs 
hundreds of revealing stories out 
of people every year, there are 
few stories even arffong staffers 
about Ben Hibbs. As editor of 
Country Gentleman, his weight 
took a dive to 145 pounds, skinny 
for aman who stands six-foot-two. 
On “The Post,” he was weaned on 
trouble for the first six months. 

“The Post” price went from a 
nickel to a dime—the war was 
on—and when one subscriber 
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BEN’ HIBBS, THE BOY FROM PRETTY PRAIRIE. KAN. WHO MAKES 
$101,000 A YEAR AS EDITOR OF THE SATURDAY EVENING POST, HAS 


HIS PICTURE TAKEN BESIDE A

wrote to complain that “your 
magazine stinks,” he was abso- 
lutely correct: 

“For three issues, we tried out 
a new printing ink—and frankly, 
it did smell. Only for three issues, 
but we still get kidded.” 

The S.E.P. today is fatter than 
ever, sells for 15 cents, and Hibbs 
now works only a 12-hour day; he 
takes manuscripts home to read, 
and he has built a retreat in a 
nearby building, where he reads 
for two hours every afternoon. 

The most closely guarded top 
secret at S.E.P. is the telephone 
number to that hidden office. 


P.S. from JINX: Here's a tip 
to writers and artists who want 
to catch the eye and warm the 


heart of S.E.P. Editor Ben Hibbs: 
he is a sucker for stories and 
illustrations which feature boys 
of about sixteen.

—an opportunity that came about 
mainly because she happened to 
know a favorite tune of the com- 
poser. 

“George Abbott, the producer, 
and Frank Loesser, the composer, 
put me on this stage with just one 
lonesome spotlight and had me 
sing a lot of stuff to test my 
range,” she says. “Then Frank 
walked up to me and said, ‘Do 
you happen to know a little song 
called “Confessions.”’ It hap- 
pened I did know it because while 
I was in ‘The Red Mill’ we did a 
lot of hospital benefits and 
Odette Myrtil used to sing the 
song. I didn’t know all the words 
but I hummed the ones I didn’t 
know and when I'd finished, 
Frank said, ‘Gee, that’s fine. I’m 


awfully glad you knew that song.’ 


And I was hired.” 

Her two years with “Where's 
Charley?” were hectic, busy ones 
with no vacations and occasionally 
doubled up duties for benefit 
performances and television work. 
The TV Doretta enjoyed so much 
that she hopes to have a show of 
her own this fall. 

“It’s fun,” she says, “because 
it’s so informal. You just have 
to remember to be pleasant and,” 
(with a wide gesture of hands), 
“not to make with the big acting.” 

Certain phases of costume, she 
feels, are not important, and 
she adds somewhat severely, “If 
you have talent, a plunging neck- 
line doesn’t mean a thing.” 

For a series of Wednesdays, 
Doretta appeared on Earl Wright- 
son’s show, sandwiching it in be- 
tween a matinee performance and 
an evening performance. Since 
the TV show didn’t end until 
eight, it involved a harrowing 
crosstown taxi ride and dressing 
with fumbling fingers for fear 
she’d miss the first call. None of 
it good for a chronic worrier. 

Life’s worst moment for her to 
date, however, happened in 
“Red Mill” the night she got her 
costume back from the cleaner 
and forgot to check to see if her 
petticoat was attached to the 
skirt of her swirling costume. In 
the midst of a gay dance, she felt 
the petticoat getting horribly 
longer and longer. Finally with 
all the nonchalance she could 
muster, she skipped out of it and 
whisked off stage, lingerie in 
hand. 

For her first performance in 
“Rosalie,” Doretta is worrying 
only about such things as the size 
of the theater (“such tiny people 
we are out there’), the humidity 
(‘do you have to put your hair 
up every night?”) and, to a lesser 
degree about costume., 

“My favorite costume is the 
naval cadet uniform I wear in 
the scene where I’m masquerad- 
ing as a boy,” she says. “After my 
experience with the petticoat, I’m 
going to be pretty sure about 
that costume before I go onstage.”

ODAY’S declarer would have 
had a guess for his slam con- 
tract, but after West’s in- 
judicious double, the six-spade 
bid was easier to make than to 


lose!

Double (final bid) 

South hesitated before bidding 
five spades, and North, when he 
bid six, and it is likely that this 
had its effect on West, but the 
slam double was nevertheless ex- 
tremely unwise, placing the cards 
as it did. West certainly could not 
hope to defeat the contract much! 

The heart four was West's open- 
ing-lead choice. South won and 
led the club jack. West was not 
to be talked out of playing his 
ace, and he then led another 
heart. 

Now, to guard against heart-suit 
danger, declarer cashed a high 
club, discarding dummy’s last 
heart, then laid down his own 
third heart. When West played 
the ten, South discarded a dia- 
mond from dummy, and did the 
same thing on the following play 
of another high club. 

It now occurred to South that 
he might well use a couple of his 
own trumps, instead of dummy’s 
as ruffers; so he led his singletor 
diamond to the ace and ruffed a 
diamund return with the spade 
three. This left him with the K-9-5 
of trumps and two good clubs, 
while West had his original trump 
holding and a diamond, and 
dummy also had its four trumps 
and a diamond. East had never 
figured in the affair. 

At this point there were numer- 
ous ways to take the rest of the 
tricks, and very few ways to lose 
a trick—but South (to quote his 
partner’s disgusted postmortem 
comment) “proved that he liked 
to do things the hard way.” He 
cashed the trump king, then led 
a high club. West discarded his 
diamond — and South discarded 
the diamond from dummy! Now 
he was fixed! His next lead, of 
a trump or a club, had to be won 
in dummy, and West was abso- 
lutely sure to make his spade 
queen!

Mary Teresa Nor- 
ton, who is retiring at the end 
of the 8lst Congress after 25 
years in the House of Represen- 
tatives, is going to write her 
memoirs too. 
‘ The farewells have started on 
the Capital scene for Mrs. Nor- 
ton, and this Democratic legis- 
lator from New Jersey is going 
out the way she came in back 
in 1924—bawling women out 
for not taking their rightful 
place in politics. 

She isn’t shouting atthe polit- 
ically-idle women in the coun- 
try, though. Even when she was 
chairman of the powerful House 
Labor Committee for ten years, 
she coutdn’t bring herself to 
raise her voice for order when 
the male colleagues she ruled 
became boisterous. Nothing so 
— for this New Jersey 
aqdy 
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SO NOW, even though she’s 
quite thoroughly disgusted with 
the apathy of her own sex, she 
just gestures mildly with a 
white-gloved hand and _ says: 

“When women were granted 
suffrage in 1920, we felt they 
would answer the call for serv- 
ice in politics and government 
and we even looked forward to 
the day when women would be 
actively considered in party 
policies and be candidates for 
public office. 

“Women have not achieved 
their rightful place in the po- 
litical arena and, much as we 
dislike to confess our failures, 
I think that women themselves 
must assume the blame for their 
lack of success.” 

She then literally slapped the 
women in the face when she 
said they’ve been doing too 
much talking and not enough 
acting. But Mary Norton said it 
ever so sweetly and smiled so 
sweetly, and the members of 
the Women’s National Demo- 
cratic Club who heard her went 
away saying she was so sweet. 

They probably will still keep 
on talking, and they won't do 
a lot more because every chic- 
hatted club woman in the Dem- 
ocratic headquarters quite ob- 
viously assumed Mrs. Norton 
was talking about other women 
—not her. 

Mrs. Norton was the first 
woman to be elected to Con- 
gress from the Democratic 
party; the first woman to be ap- 
pointed chairman of a Congres- 
sional committee; the first 
woman chairman of a state 
committee; she introduced the 
first resolution in Congress to 
repeal the Eighteenth Amend- 
ment, and she’s the only mem- 
ber of Congress on record to 
have been chairman of three 
different Congressional commit- 
tees.
